It would be easy for those skilled in the art to employ the configuration 
of the optical modulator with a monitor photodetector disclosed in Reference 2 
in the invention of Reference 1 relating to an optical modulator, thereby 
accomplishing the present invention as claimed in claims 1 to 3 and 9. Further, 
Reference 3 discloses such a configuration that a monitor photodetector is 
provided in the vicinity of a substrate. In addition, Reference 4 discloses the 
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configuration of projecting the emitted light into a monitor photodetector using a 
mirror or capillary, and it would be obvious to those skilled in the art to 
parallelize the end face on the side of the substrate end part of the capillary and 
the end face from which the emitted light is projected, or provide a non-parallel 
portion to project light into the monitor photodetector. Further, it would be 
obvious to those skilled in the art to adjust the power entering into the monitor 
photodetector , and Reference 5 discloses a mechanism for attenuating the 
power of the emitted light. 

Accordingly, the present invention as claimed in claims 1 to 1 1 would be 
obvious to those skilled in the art from the inventions disclosed in References 1 
to 5.
